Metro World PDA Gets First-vote Approval

The Romulus City Councilhas given 
its first-reading approval to a Planned 
Development Area (PDA) for the long- 
awaited Metro World Centre. 

The agreement, which outlines the 
development of 556 acres of land west 
of Vining between I-94 and Ecorse Road, 
received unanimous support at the Sep- 
tember 22 Council meeting. 

Before the vote, Councilwoman Deb- 
bie Romak attempted to clear up some 
lingering suspicions that approval of the 
PDA was tantamountto approving gam- 
ingin Romulus. She asked Brad Strader, 
City planning consultant for the Metro 
World project, to address the issue. 

"| think it's correct ... that the ques- 
tion of casinos is really separate from 
the PDA," said Strader, who reminded 
listeners that he was speaking as a 
planner, not an attorney. "| think the 
important factor here is that the underly- 
ing zoning on this property is Regional 
Commercial, and Regional Commercial 
[already] allows ...indoor entertainment, 
indoor recreation. So, the current zoning 
and the PDA really don't change the 
equation as to whether or not casinos 


are allowed. It's not addressed. They're 
* not expressly permitted or prohibited in 


the current Zoning or the PDA. 

",.. You're not really changing the 
events under which a casino could or 
could not happen," he continued. "So, | 
think you're not doing anything to take 
[away] the public's right to have a refer- 
endum or to give Council input. 

“When this issue came up with ... 
the City's special counsel on this, he 
said the same thing: 'A casino is a 
separate item from the PDA,'" Strader 
concluded. 

Council Rescinds Resolution on HR 
2793 

Another vote taken during the Sep- 
tember 22 Council meeting rescinded a 
September 8 resolution regarding U.S. 
Congressman John D. Dingell's HR 
2793. If passed, the bill — currently in 
committee — would permit the Sault Ste. 
Marie Chippewa to purchase land in 
Romulus and use it for casino gaming. 

Council's earlier resolution called 
for Dingell to refrain from pushing his bill 
forward until Romulus citizens had been 
given an opportunity to vote on the is- 
sue. It was passed unanimously. 

During the September 22 meeting, 
however, Councilman Bill Wadsworth 
called for his colleagues tareverse their 
decision. e.

“This past Council meeting,” said 
Wadsworth, "we passed tworesolutions. 
... One of the resolutions was to let the 
people vote on what appears to be be- 
coming two controversial processes: 
number one, the racetrack, and number 
two, the casino. ... And I'm very much in 
favor of that—to let the people speak on 
what's gonna happen — because if the 
folks vote and tell us that they want a 
casino or racetrack, then I'm sure that 
we're going to work to bring it to them. If 
the folks vote to not have a casino or a 
racetrack ... well then, as far as this 
councilman is concerned, that's gonna 
be the end of it, and it will 2. a dead 
issue. 

“But there was a second resolution 
passed that night... that! would like to ... 
have rescinded," he added. 

Wadsworth said his request for a 
vote to rescind the second resolution 
was based on his desire to be impartial. 

"We have to look at these projects 
and we have to be fair," he explained. “... 
There's also a bill in [front of] the State of 
Michigan that would bring slot machines 
into racetracks ... yet this body did not 
pass a motion that night to have that bill

Annual Crop Walk Set for October 5

No doubt you've heard the dubious 
quotation, "God helps those who help 
themselves." Are you aware that no 
such words appear in Scripture? How- 
ever, Christians are commandedto help 
the indigent and the oppressed, to help 
"set the captives free." 

Whether that need is for sustenance 
to help satisfy hunger, or to hunger fora 
purpose greater than our own, helping 
our fellow man remains, to this day, a 
universal need. 

Do you know that American inde- 
pendence and generosity rivals that of 
the world's? USA, Church World Ser- 
vice provides needed help to children 
and families throughout ourcommunity, 
our nation, and the world.

6.2 miles. 

This year, 11 local churches will 
cooperatively sponsor Belleville’s Crop 
Walk 2003. Participating churches are: 
Belleville Christian Community Church, 
Belleville Church of God, Belleville Pres- 
byterian Church, Church of God Moun- 
tain Assembly of Belleville, Community 
United Methodist Church of Romulus, 
Faith United Methodist Church of Belle- 
ville, First United Methodist Church of 
Belleville, Mt. Hermon Baptist Church of 
Belleville, St. Aloysius Roman Catholic 
Church of Romulus, St. Anthony's Ro- 
man Catholic Church of Belleville, and 
Trinity Episcopal Church of Belleville.

"The point I'm making is that it ap- 
pears we're picking and choosing. ...|'m 
not saying that we should endorse this 
bill (2793), but | think we should take a 
neutral stand." 

Councilwoman Romak didnot agree 
that the resolution should be rescinded. 

“That correspondence that was sent 
to Dingell was to ask him to put that 
introduction on hold ...We're just asking 
him not to take any further action on it,” 
she stated. "... | think just asking him to 
put it on hold is basically no problem 
until after the people have had an oppor- 
tunity to vote on how they feel. It could 
lay in committee for two years." 

"That's possible," Wadsworth re- 
plied, “but the Dingell people tell me 
that, once this legislation is pulled back, 
i's a dead issue as far as we're con- 
cerned in our city." 

Wadsworth's motion passed by a 
4-3 margin, with Councilmen Randy 
Gear, Bill Crova, and Mike Prybyla vot- 
ing in favor, and Councilmen Romak, 
LeRoy Burcroff, and Charles Miller vot- 
ing against.
